Situated' east of the Soo Line 
track on village property the 'well 

. was sunk in what Is believed to 
have been a river bed of many cen- 
turies ago. It may have dated back 

; to the glacier period.' The water 
now flows as a subterranean chan- 
nel, finding Its way more easily 
through the gravel than the clay or 
rock. 

The well was sunk' 156 feet when 
drilling ended last Friday. Drill- 
ing was through 35 feet of, gravel, 
an excellent depth* from which to 
draw water.

And the inexorable force of competition 
keeps. its efficiency high— even as it keeps prices, as 
low as the conditions of the day permit

For. wool, It's lukewarm soapsuds— two washings — and lukewarm 
rinsing. Cup, the sweater in the hands and squeeze the suda through; 
never twist or wring it. Rub extra suds into soiled spots, using a soapy 
soft brush or well-lathered fingers on bindings and jibbed, areas. Blot 
out excess moisture by rolling in a towel. To hasten drying, you may
